concerns with higher costs to 
undertake production, thus-com- 
pelling the consumer to subsi- 
dize waste and inefficiency in 
industry. At the same time they 
would force him to pay higher 
rates of profit to established 
firms which enjoyed lower pro- 
duction costs. A higher level of 
duties, such as is contemplated 
by the Smoot-Hawley bill, would 
therefore raise the cost of living 
| | and injure the great majority of 
our citizens. 


Few Can Benefit. 


Few people could hope toa 
gain from such a change. Min- 
ers, construction, transportation 
and public utility workers, pro- 
fessional people and those em- 
ployed in banks, hotels, news- 
paper offices, in the wholesale 
and retail trades and scores of 
other occupations would clear- 
ly lose, since they produce no 
products which could be cs- 
pecially favored by tariff bar- 
riers.

They have no 
important competition in the 
home market. They cannot 
benefit, therefore, from any 
tariff which is imposed 
the basic commodities which 
they produce.

Countries cannot 
permanently buy from us unless 
they are permitted to sell to us, 
and the more we restrict the 
importation of goods from them 
by r-eans of ever higher tariffs, 
the more we reduce the fpossi- 
bility of our exporting to them. 
This applies to such exporting 
as copper, autamobiles, agricul- 
tural machinery, typewriters 
and the like fully as much as

‘ ther if we pass a higher tariff. 

é There are already many evi- 
,dences that such action would 
inevitably provoke other coun- 
tries to pay us back in kind by 
levying retaliatory duties 
against our goods. There are 
few more ironical spectacles 
than that of the American Gov- 
ernment, as it seeks, on the one 
hand, to promote exports 
through the activity of the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, while, on the other 
hand, by increasing tariffs it 
makes exportation ever more 
difficult. 

We do not believe that Amer- 
ican manufacturers, in general, 
need higher tariffs. The report 
of the President’s Committee on 
Recent Economic Changes has 
shown that industrial efficien- 
cy has increased, that costs 
have fallen, that profits have 
grown with amazing rapidity 
since the end of the World 
War. ne 

Already our factories supply 
our people with over 96 per 
cent of the manufactured goods 
which they consume and our 
producers look to foreign mar- 
kets to absorb the increasing 
output of their machines.

FARMERS TO SUFFER 
"WORST, THEY ASSERT 


This Is in Casall With 
Promise to Aid Agricul- 
ture, Experts Declare in 
Statement — Senaté Has 
Yet to Pass on Rates.

WASHINGTON, May 5.—More 


than 1000 economists representing 
179 colleges throughout the cou- 
try joined in a letter to President 
Hoover and the Congress yester- 
day protesting against enactment 


of the tariff bill and asking that it 
be vetoed, if passed. 

The Hawley-Smoot measure, the 
conference report which will be 
taken up in the Senate after tile 
Parker nomination is disposed of 
this week, also was attacked in a 
statement by Representative Col- 
lier «Dem.) of Mississippi, who 
said the bill left the House Satur- 
day carrying the “highest rates of 
any bill ever enacted by thie 
American Congress.” 

Dr. Clair Wilcox, associate pro- 
fessor of economics at Swartli- 
more College, presented the statc- 
ment on behalf of the economists, 
who included Irving Fisher, Yalc; 
Frank W. Taussig, Harvard; Frank 
A. Fetter, Princeton; Wesley UC. 
Mitchell, Columbia; Henry Rh. 
Seager, Columbia; J. Laurence 
Laughlin, Chicago; Williford lI. 
King, New York University; M. 1. 
Hammond, Ohio State; E. M, Pat- 
terson, University 0” Pennsylvania; 
Emory R. Johnson, dean of Whar- 
ton School, Pennsylvania, and I. 
S. Person, managing director of 
the Taylor Society. 

The statement expressed tlic 
signers’ conviction that “increascd 
restrictive duties would be a mis- 
take,””’ and would “increase tiie 
cost of living and injure the great 
majority of our citizens.” 

Cause for Opposition, 

Few persons can gain from 
such a change, the statement said, 
adding that the vast majority of 
the farmers would lose, American 
export trade in general would suf- 
fer, and unemployment would net 
be lessened. “Finally,” it con- 
cluded, “we could urg® our Gov- 
ernment to consider the bitterness 
which a policy of higher tariffs 
would inevitably inject into our in- 
ternational relations,”
